Applicant's argunnents filed 08/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument with respect to claims 1, 4, 5 and 9 recite 
"the bright point is determined to exist only when said first pixel value and either said 
second pixel value or said third pixel value are on," at page 2. Examiner is not 
convinced by Applicant's argument. As stated infra with respect to claims 1,4,5 and 9, 
Examiner clarifies the teaching of Shaffer et al's reference recitation that at least pixel 
PI is found by the value that is greater than Vh (step 71 ) (see fig. 7a), and at least 
another pixel P2 is found by the value that is less than or equal to Vh (fig. 7a, col. 6, 
lines 35-36). At step 74, the X-Y coordinate of P2 is stored (col. 6, line 37). As more 
clarified, the bright point (a visual pointer, col. 6, line 27-28) is detected by the 
comparison "the pixel P2 equal to Vh" (a first pixel value is in a current field as claimed) 
with pixel in either "the pixel value P2 is less than Vh" (a second pixel value is in a 
preceding field as claimed) or "the pixel value PI is greater than Vh" (a third pixel value 
is in a subsequent field as claimed). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re 
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Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, exanniner 
provides each motivation at each end of each combination (see the last Final office 
action). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392. 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

For these reasons, the rejections based on the combination with Marshall et al 
with Shaffer et al and with Yamamoto et al have been maintained.
